THE GREAT WESTERN LAND PIRATE. 


The Ecstacy of Slaughter—Summary Execu- 
tion of the Negro Captives—Pursuit and Ar- 
vest of Cotton—Enforcement of the Code of 
Necassity— The Expiations of Crime—Seques- 
tration of the Conspiracy, and Dispersion of 
the Marauding Gangs. 

Though Boyd’s courser had flung distance from 
his heels so fast as to mock the most desperate 
efforts of his pursuers, he could not deprive 
them of a bloody compensation. The negro 

Sam, from the circumstances under which he 

was found, had evidently been an abettor of the 

unknown horseman’s flight, and this fact, to 
minds exasperated with but one idea, condemned 
both him and the fugitive ss accomplices in the 
rebellion. Surmise is fact to an excited mind, 
and rage makes but slight pause between its 
coavictions and their vindication. The helpless 

African was seized by the infuriated regulators 

and while they ran him at full speed to the town, 

they swore that no forms of law or tedious pro- 
cess of investigation, should baffle them of his 
execution that very afternoon. 

As they approached the Court-House, with 
this determination, they were unexpectedly met 
and borne back by an immense crowd, which 
appeared to be agitated by the most intense ex. 
citement, and which with shouts and yells, and 
violent gestures, was sweeping its way towards 
an open space a few hundred yards distance off. 
Awed for a moment by an agitation which so 
far eclipsed their own, the returning party fell a 
few paces back, but stimulated in the next, by a 
scene so congenial with their. feelings, they 
dashed at the edge of the rushing mass to learn 
the cause of the unusual movement. A glance 
revealed two negroes in firm custody, with hal- 
ters round their necks, their dusky faces ashey 
grey, and their eyeballs nearly starting out with 
fear. This prologue to a bloody pastime could 
not be mistaken by the regulators, and plunging 
into the centre of the throng, they contributed 
their captive for the coming spectacle. 

The cause of this extraordinary tumult, was 
the arrival of the intelligence of what had trans- 
pired on the previous three days at Beattic’s 
Bluff. This news, not only comprised an ac- 
count of the execution of the five negroes, but 
embraced the revelations of their dying confes- 
sions, and the confirmation of the.worst suspi- 
cions in relation to the extent and seriousness of 
the plot. The wondering and horror stricken 
spectators were apprised for the first time 
of the period fixed for the consummation of the 
rising, and they shuddered when it fell upon 
their ears, that the next day but one, the 4th of 
July, was the time set for the unholy enterprise. 
Most terrible of all, it was now made plain to 
them that they were not to contend alone with 
afew discontented and desperate negroes, and 
such of their deluded race as they might have 
persuaded to swell their bands, but that the ser- 











vile malcontents bad been instigated and encour- 
aged, and were to be led and stimulated in the 
the work of carnage by the most abandoned 
white men in the country. White men, consist- 
ing of highway robbers, murderers,horee thieves, 
counterfeiters, slave-stealers, and other desper- 
adoes, who had for years infested the thin dis- 
tricts of the South and West, and who were 
generally known throughout these portions of 
the country, as the “‘ Murrell Gangs.” 

As these terrifying details fell one upon an- 
other, the feelings of the audience arose almost 
to the pitch of frenzy, and finally when it was 
stated that all the whites were to be slain, ex- 
cept the most beautiful females, who were to be 
reserved as mistresses of the negro captuins, the 
listeners lost all self command, and with cries 
of ‘ put them to death !” “‘,ut them to death!” 
they seized upon Blake’s slave and the old 
water-carrier, and bore them from the custody 
of the committee. It was in vain that the lead- 
ing members of the temporary tribunal repre- 
sented the dangerous effects ef the example—in 
vain that they sought to intercept the informal 
slaughter by the promise of a summary condem- 
nation on the following day. The blood of the 
multitude was up. They were jealous of their 
prey, and regarding the committee as envious of 
their assumption of original jurisdiction and ad- 
judication in the premises, they were deaf to all 
propositions of delay. Hurrying along as if 
they were apprehensive that the softer portions 
even of their own natures might relent, or that 
reflection would be unfaithful to that rapture cf 
destruction, that ecstacy of slaughter, which is 
the fiercest of all human joys, they dashed 
blindly on with unlistening ears, entertaining no 
dream but that of vengeance. When the regu- 
lators met them in their mad career, and Sam 
was added to their victims, they hailed the ac- 
cession with a shout, but made no inquiry as to 
the nature of his offence, or asked a question as 
to the character of the proof against him. They 
supposed that he must be a conspirator, be- 
cause he had been placed in their hands for exe- 
cution, with the same reason that his captors 
had guessed he was an accomplice, because he 
had been pulled down on the trail of a flying 
emissary. A hearty joy manifested itself at the 
providential capture of another monster, and

Being dusk when they arrived, they were met 
by the regularly appointed evening patrols, 
which having been appointed by the Committee, 
and took the prisoner into safe custody to pro- 
tect him from the vengeance of the mob. 

On the same evening the Committee met, but

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TRANSPORTATION AND REFoRM or CRIMINALS. 
—Among the cares of Government there is none 
which claims a more profound and unremitting 
consideration than the protection of the peace- 
ful and virtuous citizen from the outrages of 
the wicked and depraved. This first grand ob- 
ject having been accomplished, the considera- 
tion which immediately follows upon a humane 
and philanthropic mind, is that which compre- 
hends the reformation of the offender. The 
present prison system of the United States is 
manifestly incapable of combining these results, 
or indeed of properly accomplishing the one or 
the other. Experience has proved that small 
advantage is gained by merely making rascals 
suffer pain, and it has likewise proved that so- 


;| ciety has but little to expect froma felon who 


has been caged in its midst like a wild beast in 
his lair, and who is at last turned loose upon a 
community which has first tortured, and then 
shuns and execrates him. Under this conviction 
we have advocated the system of transportation 
of felons to distant islands, as preferable to har- 
boring them among us to be returned in reg- 
ular instalments into the bosom of society. We 
have advocated it because it comprehends the 
purification of the body social from ite danger- 
ous elements, and because it regards a criminal 
as a perverted man and not an irreclaimable 
monster. Send a man to the state prison for 
five or ten years, and unless he dies under the 
privations and inflictions of the unnatural condi- 
tion, he returns among us more vicious and de- 
praved than before, but expel him for the same 
term to a healthful residence, where he can en- 
joy that degree of physical liberty made neces- 
sary to existence by the laws of creation, and 
you not only relieve society of his presence for 
the indicated period, but you stimulate him to 
reform by the same rational inducements that 
operate upon the more favored of his race. 

The English Government has tested most 
satisfactorily the advantages of the system of 
transportation above all other methods of dis- 
posing of criminals. Instead of huge prisons 
dotted throughout her industrious communities, 
to swarm back their annual thousands of viscious 
spirits, she beholds powerful colonies filled with 
prosperous and loyal citizens, redeemed from 
‘couticts MtO Honest mek by & proper system of 
moral stimulations. Indeed so well satisfied 
are the English of the advantages of felon 
transportation, and of a liberal and humane 
policy in the treatment of convicts generally, 
that they find it advisable to attempt still further 
ameliorations and encouragements to their al- 
ready highly favored condition. 

At thetime of discontinuing transportation to 
New South Wales and turning it to the udjacent 
South Sea Islands, it was resolved to'erect the 
Model Prison at Pentonville, which was com. 
pleted in 1842; and shortly afterwards Millbank 
Prison was changed from a penitentiary to a de- 
pot for the reception of all persous sentenced in 
Great Britain to transportatica. From time to 
time a eertain number of adult male convicts 
were seleeted from amongst those in the Mill- 
bank depot, and sent to Pentonville Prison, 
where they underwent a kind of probatory dis- 
cipline on the separate system, for a period not 
exceeding eighteen months. At the expiration 
of this term, those whose conduct had been sat- 
isfactory were sent to Port Phillip, under 
the denomination of “exiles,” with conditiona, 
pardons to take effect on their arrival there ; the 
only restraint on their freedom being the condi- 
tion that they should not return to Great Britain 
during the term of their original sentence. The 
remainder.of the Pentonville prisoners, whose 
conduct, during probation, has did entitle them 
to this indulgence, were sent to Van Die- 
man’s Land as convicts, but in most cases, with 
certain advantages not possessed by ordinary 
prisoners. 

The advantages of this system of probation 
having been tried in the Pentonville prison, 
and the accounts from the settlements in favor 
of the excellent conduct of the exiles concur- 
ing with their probationary demeanor, its ex- 
tension has been recommended to all the pri- 
sons of Britain, and it is to be hoped will 
eventually be adopted. 

We leave the reader for the present to con- 
template the difference between the tendencies 
and results of this humane and generous sys- 
tem, with our own absurd, gloomy and mis. 
chevious methods of confinement, and then to 
conclude,that while England has made the 
purification of society and the reformation of 
the criminal the main of her aims, we have 
contented ourselves with the narrow and un- 





worthy object of pinching constraints and cor- 
poral inflictions. 
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last week of the arrival in this city of a lot of 
new English street thieves and burglars from 
the convict settlements of New South Wales, 
and the publication of the persona) description 
of two of them who fell under our eye, aroused 
considerable activity among the most enterpri- 
sing of the police force, and the result has been 
that in their diligent investigations they have 
overhauled three or four of the most notorious 
of the old gangs who regularly infest our city on 
the return of Spring, and sent them in to the 
office of the Chief of Police, to be measured 
and examined, and introduced to such inexperi- 
enced officers as are unacquainted with their 
persons. This system, originally recommended 
and urged by us, has been attehded with the most 
valuable results. Professional rogues, who pre- 
vious to its adoption and employment could 
prowl about from day light till midnight with 
the most perféct impunity, are now obliged to 
skulk from hundreds of officers who are made 


familiar with their persons. There is no system 


so fatal to crime as the system of exposure, and 
under the sense of this fact the Chief of Police, 
should order all the useless and idle officers of 
the old police to the special duty of bringing in 
every professional pickpocket whom they find 
in crowds, public places of amusement, auction 
rooms, omnibusses, or other places which they 
generally select for their light fingered depreda- 
tions. These superanuated old ducks are good 
for nothing, if they are not good for this, for in 
all other departments of business the duties of 
the service are more actively and skilfully per- 
formed by the young and enterprising officers, 
than they ever were by them. If they refuse to 
perform the duty, they should be peremptorily 
discharged, for there is no reason why any man 
in our government should pocket money for 
nothing. If the old police are employed in this 
way, instead of making travelling jaunts to dif- 
ferent parts of the United States for six months 
in the year, for their own personal advantage, 
their duties would be more serviceably rendered, 
and the city more safe from felonious depreda- 
tion. In case of the employment of all the old 
force as suggested, precautions will have to be 
taken that the officers do not receive private 
“tips” from the thieves, according to the old 
practice. . 





How to Get Stace Ripine ror NotHine.— 
On Thursday morning, the 7th instant, a colored 
man, or xather..a.drighs.-mulatin,-.wha...wae 
trudging along the road from Ellicot’s Mills to 
Baltimore, with a heavy bundle over his shoul- 
der, was overtaken by an omnibus in full drive 
for the city. The weary pedestrian after looking 
wishfully at the luxurious conveyance, was sud- 
denly struck with an idea, and watching till the 
driver’s eye fell on him, he commenced dodging 
about in a most suspicious manner, as if he was 
desirous of avoiding observation. The notice 
of the driver was attracted very strongly by 
these manauvres, and hauling up, he ordered the 
negro to tell him his name. The fellow upon 
this answered so evasively, and evinced so much 
uneasiness, that the driver was convinced he was 
a runaway, and dismounting, forced the fellow, 
despite his protestations and remonstrances, to 
get up on the box beside him. In this way the 
negro was driven handsomely into the city, and 
on being taken to the office of Justice Wright, 
suddenly produced his free papers, and referred 
to several gentlemen in the city, who knew him 
tobeafree man. The stage driver, completely 
taken aback at this uv ted complexion of 
affairs, here stepped forward, and with some lit- 
tle evidence of temper, demanded his three 
“levies” for the passage. The negro, however, 
understood the philosophy of the question, and 
very pertinently inquired of the Justice, if he 
must pay for having been forced to ride.

Hicuway Rospery anp PropaBLe Murper. 
—Another mest daring attempt to rob on the 
highway, was made in Pennsylvania in the 
New Castle road, on Friday the 9thinst. About 
9 o’clock on the morning of that day, Mr. Law- 
rence Brennan, a drover of Port Carbon, set 
out to drive some cows to Coal Castle on the 
public road. When within a mile of Adam’s 
Colliery, a tall slim man ina red shirt darted 
from an ambush in the road side and demanded 
his money. Mr. Brennan refused the order, 
when the highwayman drew a revolving pistol, 
and discharged the contents of its six barrels at 
the drover, as fast as he could crook his finger. 
All the shots took effect; three lodging in Mr. 
Brennan’s head, two in his side and one in his 
back. The miscreant then fled and left Mr. 
Brennan weltering in his blood. He was shortly 
afterward discovered and conveyed home, but 
very little hope is entertained of his recovery. 
Indeed the only wonder is that he survived his 
wounds an hour.

His im- 
pudence, according to the Philadelphia Sun, 
was most consummate, and though his face 
would sometimes flush when the witnesses con- 
fronted and positively identified him, he never 
once lost his self command, or wavered in his 
brazen assurance. 

In person, Russell is thick-set, being about 5 
feet 9 inches in height and strongly built. He 
has a light complexien and rather a pleasing 
countenance. He would be taken for an En- 
glishman, very readily, frcm his appearance and 
would be instantly recognised as one by his 
cockney misapplication of the kh. He is, deubt- 
less, an old convict from the penal settlements 
in the south sea, and perhaps may be one of 
the new immigration, from that quarter, which 
has been vomited upon our shores during the 
last six months. 

Two men, named Webb aad Williams, who 
were arrested by Officer Young as Russell’s ae- 
complices, are out on bail. This is the usual 
circumstance attendant on the arrest ef all 
thieves of consequence who pass through offi- 
cer. Young’s-hands. . 

An Uncunist1an Prosscution.—At the Ci- 
rencester, (England,) Petty Sessions, two lads, 
aged respectively ten and eleven years, and 
named Edward Shore and James Smith, were 
arraigned for trespassing on the grounds of the 
Rev. Henry Cripps.

While looking 
about the streets for a barber shop, he was ac- 
costed by a stranger, who after ascertaining his 
wishes informed him that the shops would re- 
main closed until the evening, and thereupon in- 
vited him to while away the intervening time by 
walking to the Common to behold the frolics of 
the children at their play. Won by the bland 
tones and kind attentions {of the stranger, the 
unsuspecting old man consented, and they pro- 
ceeded to the Common, but after remaining 
there a few minutes, the old man got uneasy, 
and said that he must go to Cherry street to see 
his son. Upon this the assiduous stranger of- 
fered to conduct him by a cross way, and com- 
menced conducting him through a labyrinth of 
back streets. Coming at length to an obscure 
place, the villain seized the old man’s watch and 
darted off with it. As he proceeded, however, 
a hue and cry was raised, which swelling on his 
heels ct length consigned him to the grip and 
custody of officer Richardson, who conveyed 
him to jail and there lodged him to answer for 
his cowardly and mean offence. 





BruTat Assautt witH a Sworp.—A most 
brutal assault and probable murder was com- 
mitted in the neighborhood of Wheeling, Va., 
on the 7th inst. A man named Cox, being fu- 
riously attacked by a dog, while passing Klive’s 
house, seized a stone from the road and dashed 
out the animal’s brains. Klive having found out 
who killed his dog, resolved on vengeance, and 
the next day set out with two persons to Cox’s 
house. Cox was in his yard grinding up the 
blade of an old sword, when he saw the three 
approaching, and apprehending their purpose, 
he fled into an adjoining field. Klive and the 
other two followed him and the latter, picking 
up a stone, threatened to dash out his brains 
unless he gave up the sword. At this, Cox 
handed up the weapon, when Klive, taking it by 
the blade and swinging it round, brought the 
handle down upon Cox’s head with such force 
as to bury the projecting guard into his brain. 
The wonnded man is not expected te live, and 
Klive has been taken into custody.

A few. moments after the 
commission of the robbery, Mr. Sheriff Coffin and his 
honor Judge Day came in sight. Mr. Coffin had'pver. 
taken the Judge, and whilst stopping to exchange a 
few words with him, the attention of both were direct. 
ed towards Mr. Grafton’s sleigh ; and they observed’ 
& man coming down the hill, followed by the driver, 
who ran up to Mr. Coffin exclaiming, “ Mr Sheriff, that 
man running there has just robbed my passenger.” 
At this moment Mr. Coffin perceived that the man 
referred to held a large pistol in each hand, but noth- 
ing daunted at this fact, he rode at him and summoned 
him to stop and surrender. While pursuing this {el- 
low, Mr. Coffin observed another man running dowa 
the hill some twenty yards in advance, clad in a blue 
jacket, and broad brimmed white hat. Mr. Coffin call. 
ed upon this person in the Queen’s name to aid him in 
arresting the man with the pistols, at the same time 
telling him that he wes the Sheriff. At this the second 
man turned round ‘to the other, who by this time was 
Close to him, saying ‘‘ give them to me,” and teok the 
two pistols from him. Mr. Coffin then became aware 
that he had to deal with two instead of one, but as the 
rogues were both close together, on the edge of the 
deep snow, he rode at them, in the hope of knocking 
them into the bank, and so disarming them.
